Use 2^4-D’-~Properly 


•r M. V. CHBiNVT. ran 

Over tiM jraara, 1 have been lound- 
big off bi this column fairly regularly 
agalnat the careleia uae of 2,4-D 
weedkIUen. I think I had good rea- 
aon to publlah theae waminga, for 
I hava aeon ao many valuable plania 
Injured or even killed by 2.4-D fumea 
driftbig In from a caieleaa weed- 
killing job on a nearby lawn. 

Some readm. boarever. aeem to 
hava picked up the Idea that I am 
advooBting the total abolition of hor¬ 
mone weedkillera. flothlng could be 
further from the truth. I moat cer- 
talnly wouldn't want to go back to 
the daya when dandellona and plan¬ 
tains had to be dug out of the lawn 
the hard way when a' little dab of 
2,4-D win remove them easily and 
painlessly. I am not against the use 
of Z4-D. I am most strongly against 
its misuse. 

* * * 

What this bolls down to. actually, 
la applying the 2,4-D In such a man¬ 
ner It slays put and doesn't go drift¬ 
ing on the wind Into adjoining beds 
and gardeiw. Probably the greatest 
offender In this regard Is the pneu¬ 
matic sprayer which discharges the 


weedkiller fluid In the form of a fine 
mist. This Is just asking for trouble, 
particularly when the lance of the 
sprayer Is held high to get greater 
coverage of the lawn under treat¬ 
ment. 

I'm afraid I can't give a dean bill 
of health, ellher. to Ihoee wax "logs" 
which are dragged acroaa the lawn 
to kill weeds. From the appearance 
of this gadget. It should be just what 
the doctor ordered, and you wouldn't 
think there could be any possibility 
of drift. 

* * * 

Nevertheless J have had quite a 
few cases reported to me of 2,4-D 
polaonlng In plania located down-wind 
from the treated lawn, and I have 
noticed myeelt. when a neighbor was 
using one of these weedkiller logs, 
the smell of the 2,4-D was as strong 
In my garden as when a spray la 
used. I suspect a loo volatile form of 
2.4-D la being used In the wax. and 
this Is vaporizing In the ararmth of 
the sun- -drifting as fumes In the 
atmosphere. 

I have arrittm before about the 
one-gallon vinegar jug gadget and 
the hollow plastic cane affair, both 


of arhich discharge 2.4-D fluid in 
coaiae droplets which stay put. ft la 
also possible to buy ^lawn fertlllzrr 
which has- a weedkiller combined 
with IL The stuff goes on In a dry 
state, and I have seen It ueed light 
up to the very edge of a flower 
border without damage to the planU. 
* * * 

Still aimther safe way Is ah 
aerosol can that discharges the weed¬ 
killer in the form of a luiky loam. 
This dneen't drift to any appreciable 
extent; moreover, the dab of suds 
persists for some time, showing 
dearly which weeds In the lawn have 
been treated and which have not 

A most valuable weapon In my 
arsenal against weeds is a little 
plastic squeeze bottle that once con¬ 
tained an under arm deodomnt spray. 
I keep It filled with weedldllrr. and 
I find I can use it on the leaves of 
Individual weeds even when they are 
growing light bi among my most 
desirable plants. I use a low-volatlla 
form of 2,4'D so I have no trouble 
from fumes, and It Is just a rase of 
seeing that only the weed leaves are 
wetl^, making sure none of It gets 
on the good plants.
